< ivsing to my slmko up in the 
railroad wreck near Atlanta, Ua., 
on our way bara, I hara not an- 
tirely raoovarad from my bratoaa 
yot 

Dade City is the county seat of 
Pasco cuunty. Situated in the 
high Iska ragion, about SO roilss 
from tha Qnlf of Mexico and 50 
miles from the Atlantic ocean. 
There are 'KK) inhafutants, two rr.il 
roads. Seaboard Air Line aud the 
Atlantic Oosst Lina; haa 8 char- 
cliee. Baptist, Matbodtotand I'rea- 
byleriHii, and some negro church- 
es; 1 bank, I hotel, '> stores, no sa- 
loon, 1 drug store, a fine school 
Baing in tba high ragion tbara is 
no such thing as malaria. Do not 
even use skeeter bars; ice factory 
and mill, one newspaper, Pasco 
Ooonty Damoerat. 

All kinds of ve>^BtubIe3 and 
fruits are grown here, with the ex- 
ception of apples, which do not do 
well. Corn will make from 10 to 
2>') bushels per acre; oats and rye 
do very well. No attention given 
stock raising, only for milk, and 
that 'out very little; cattle are all 
Jerseys and the sinallaat I ever 
saw, but they have thair own liv- 
ing to make, only a few of them 
are fed at all, and that when giv- 
ing miik Hogs are all regular 
sang diggers; horses principally 
pomes hikJ small ones at that; the 
wagons all one horse plows all ona 
horaa, mnlaa ImportM bara from 
Kentucky and Tennessee bring 
from $4U0 to ftiOU per pair to the 
tnrpentiaa aad aawmiU maa^ay 
|ood horta will briag froai to 

Fruits and vagatablaa ara ahip> 

ped from here every day except 
Sunday and bring good prices 
Property to chaaper here than any 
place I ever saw. I have just or- 
ganized a real estate agency — 
Threlkeld d- Kmbry. Any of my 
friouds wanting a winter home in 
this beautiful vegetable, fruit and 
flower garden, where the climate 
is SB near perfect as it is possible 
to be, will address tha above styl- 
ed tlrm sfntiiit,' kind oi' property 
wanted, price to cost, etc. We can 
suit them in improrad farm, oity, 
or town lot?, or unimprorad pine 
of ham muck land. 

Living here costs about the 
same an iu Kentucky T know I 
can eat any iind everything putun 
the table here Hiid it tastes good.

SUITS WITHDRAWN. 
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Auditor's Agent Lucas Disowned 
by Auditor Hager. 



Tba aaosational aalta Blad by 

"Auditor's Agent" Luops againat 
the State banks all over Ksntuoky, 
have all aoma to griaf. Anditor 
Hager, in a strong letter, disowns 
*he "agent" and disclaims any in- 
tention to allow the suits to go to 
trial, saying all of them will he 
withdrawn. His letter is oharao- 
leristically strong and antiraly 
worthy of the ^entlamaa. Wa 
give it in full: 

State of Kentucky, Othce Audi- 
tor of Pablio Acooonto. Frankfort, 
Ky , Maroh 19, To Mr. 

Frank A. Lucas, Paducah, Ky. - 
Dear Sir: I have reoaivad infor- 
mation through tha oiadinm of 
the press, and from letters from 
individuals and hanks that you 
have raoaaUy laatituted salts ia 
various counties of t li e State 
against numerous banks, in which 
as Auditor's Agent for tha Stata« 
at-large, which position you claim 
to hold by virtue of an appoint- 
ment made by my pradaoessor in 
office, which suits yon saak to 
have assessed against said banks 
in some form or other retrospect- 
ivaly oariain dapoaito mada witu 
tham for parsons thronshont tha 
State for taxation, and I have be- 
fore ma one of your letters ad- 
draaaad to ona off thaaa iBStitn* 
tions setting out at length the 
nature and purpoee of these suits. 

WithoBt intending to ba in any 
sense psrsonal, but solely with a 
view to discharging an ottioial 
duty which I oonsidsr iBoombaat 
on me, I address this com m union- 
tion to you for the purpose of glT* 
lag yon notice that according tu 
my cotistruction of the law your 
term as Aaditor's Agent ceased 
aad torminatad upon my qualifi- 
cation as Anditor of Pablio Ac- 
connta, bnt if tba conrts should 
hold otherwise, you could not 
commsnca thasa orooaaoings or 
any otbar of Hki iMtara for tha 
collection of taxes or the assess- 
ment of property of any desorip- 
tion witbont my diraotioB as And- 
itor, this provision being clearly 
and plainly e.xpre6sed. The rea- 
son for this provision is manifest, 
the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
whose duty it is to see that per- 
sona whoaa property has for any 
reason escaped taxation, cball be 
reiiuired to list such propertv and 
pay the taxes thereon, baing of- 
ficially responaibla lor tha aoto of 
his agents. 

Thass actions havs been brought 
by you without any direction from 
me, waiviug the ([uestion of your 
authority to act under my pre- 
decesfors sppointmsnt, I shall feel 
constrained to take the neces s ary 
steps to bovs these several suits 
dismissed, and any further action 
with reference to their subject 
matter postponed until such time 
as upon proper investigation 1 
shsll deem it aaoassary and proper 
to institute legal proceedings for 
the assessmsnt and collection of 
any tsxaa that may ba daa, or 
which to have been assessed 
against, and paid by the actual 
owners of tha funds claimed by 
you to linve been deposited in the 
variuus t)anks uf the Cummun- 
wealth and not asaessed for tsz* 
ation against the dapoaitora as 
provided by law. 

It is unnsoassary at thistima to 

argue the question whether or not 
your pusitiun, if you were duly 
authorized to act in ths matter, 
caii bo maintained in the courts, 
or whether either uf the conten- 
tions made by you in these suits 
is correct as a legal proposition. 
The sole object of this commuui- 
cation is to notify you of my re- 
pudiation of your pretended of- 
ticiul action and of my purpose to 
take sucti steps aa may be iieceo- 
ssry to have each and all these 
sotioBS disinissad. 

Very respectfully, 
S W HA(;KK, Auditor 
Monday afternoon Mr. Lucas 
mailed a reply to this. Tha sob. 
stance of the reply is that Lucas 
dei lines to withdraw the suits. 
He ( iHinis he was appointed for 
four years, that bis dnties are 
clearly dafiaad by law, aad that 
tho Auditor baa nothing to do 
wit .1 tiim except in one or two in- 
stances, and these do not includa 

the collaot<oB of baok taxaa.

The instructions were lenKthy l>ut plain 
and ably delivered, covering the various 
crimes and niisdemeaDors aod other jrio- 
latioos of law, from murder to a breach 
of tbe peace. Law, he said, wss for the 
protecuoo of our life, liberty aad per 
suit of happiBoas. Aaj iatarlwasoe 
with tbees waa a violattoa of law. 

The 'giaad Jaiy lie a very important ' 
part of tbe ooort aad ars the asost lade 
pendent of ail dtiaeoe. Tlioy can not 
bring indictments against themselves or 
each other, but no other citiiea ia ei- 
empt if the Jaiy thinka the evidence 
against bUn snflloent to indict. 

The Judge called attention to the 
different violations of law, explained the 
nature of each and the |M<nalt}'. Ilomi 
cide, the taking of human life, may l>e 
justitiableor unjuftitiable. When taken 
wilfully and with malice aforethought, 
however recent or remote the iiialice may 
have dated, it is murder. If taken wil 
fully and intentionally, but without inal 
ice, it is voluntary man slauKhU^r. If 
done in Huddon heat and i)aMion, in 
sudden impulHe, it i» involuntary man 
slaughter. J uatitiat>le homicide is where 
life w taken in self-defense or in defense 
of family or friend. Vsrions other of 
fences sgainst the law— rape, seduction, 
burglary, concealed wespoos.blind tigers 
violation of election laws, selling iatoxi 
oatiog drinks to minors or inebriates- 
were esch dwelt apon by the Judge. 
As to hoass-bfsahtag, he eald, one did 
not have to hammer down a dsor aad 
enter a houae In order le esostitate 
hooss-brsaking. If the door wss ckised 
and tied by only a toe strioff, or simply 
pnrnpsd by a chair, oasalng the door 
aou enterioff withoat the knowledge or 
consent of the ownetb iS| sadsr ths law, 
house-breaking. 

He told the jury it was their duty to 
inspect the court houtte to see if waa a 
fit building and in proper ODOdition for 
the holding of the courts and the pro- 
tection of the public records. We should 
have a court house of which the people 
Hhould fet^l proud and the public records 
would be HAfe. Of course some people 
would kick and |>6tty |)oliticianH would 
talk much and loud but let them do ao. 
If the grand jury thought the present 
building not in keeping with the growth 
of the town and the neodx of the people 
it was their duty to condemn it. If 
they would condemn tbe present house, 
he wookl do tbe raet, ss far as the old
